Assuming thai tba defendant h». in fact 
received the rents and prntila of the lands 
since the di'alh of Hubert Howe, lhe questinn 
>*, whether Lhe bill makes oul a ce*e showing 
his accountability tu the widow. The defen- 
dsnl docs nol nppear to be seised of any Ol. 
lsre*t in tho freelinld. Fur anyiblug thst sp- 
peurs to tbe contrsry, be is sought to.bemade 
UL-couiunblc merely as esecutur of a will of 
personalty. No privity ii shown between 
nim snd the widuw which can make him ac- 
countable to her— no agency, nor any re- 
cognition of her ilaim by him, so as to bring 
bin under lbs dominion of the U-jurl. Then 
is no doubt that a widow labours under so 
many disadvantages it law, from a variety of 
causes, that she Is folly entitled tu every as- 
sistance thai a Court ot Equity can give her, 
not only in paving tba way for her to estab- 
lish her riant at law, but also hy tiring 
complete relief when the right is ascertained. 
The question hers, huwevsr, is whelliwr slis is 
entitled tu relief aga.nil this defendant, who 
stands in the naked position of bring the 
hand toreceivr rents and profits with oul any 
privity between him and her established. Thftj 
is nc-1 the case of s devisee, or of sn esecutor 
of an heir dying before dowsr has been as- 
signed, so as to lake it oul of lbs general rule, 
which establishes, lliat a suit in dower must 
be afaliisl Lh* heir t ot whoever may be tba 
owner of the freehold. Neither is it like tbe 
Cass uf Curtis e, Curtis, where the hen died 
before the widuw ruum bring her bill.

■insularity of this case ia, lhat although the

This defendnnt does nol represent 
the heir, snd according to all tbe authoritice, 
the widow cannot look to hint foe relief. Tbe 
doctrine laid down in Col. Lit., St. d. is.

i. What dewription of labourers do you 
allude to aa being lets likely to be dis- 
turbed r I allude to those *hoH 
trade twjuire* a greater degree of skill, 
and who, by reason of a higher rate of 
wages, can be esteemed among the em- 
ploye™ of labour aa good aud respectable 
men, auch aa coo pen, millwriiclita, tailo rs, 
ihoemakin, or elonemssons, who all earn 
respectable wages. [ might include 
aaddlers, but many of thrae working trades- 
people are nut of employ mrnt, not on ac- 
count of an excess of labour , but ou ac- 
count of an excess of imported snddlen- 
from Kngland. The returns, which 'l 
have read to the committee, will show the 
relative ennditians of wages, and the de- 
mand for labour in many os* the trades. 

Do you not think that the decrease 
you have mentioned in the rates of wages 
la to be attributed in a great degree, to 
the unlit position of parties Iu learc. Uie 
town? In many caaea it is to. I have 
now, under my tnreeilluvncc, upwards of 
400 Immigrants, who employ themselves 
in the town — many aa labourer., &o, 
These people live in tmtU liouacs, rentiug 
small rooms, adopting, in thia hot coun- 
try, the Irish plan of heiding together ; so 
cornmib, and which I have frequently wit- 
nesiiil iu the low-cTowdod Citits of Liver- 
pool, Manchester, Bristol, and l«wton.

Bamt Immigrants prefer to remain in 
Sydney, either on account of being near 
their relativet, whom they came out to 
join, or elae on account of their buy dii- 
poaitioti, preferring chance employment 
to the harder iahoura of the buah i they 
are the dregs — the sediment of importa- 
tion. Turn men, one married tu the titter 
of the other, arrived in the ahjp Palatinr, 
they went into service for a txtputh, but 
left, aafing to a ftllow-semnt, that they 
never intended to do any work, a. they 
could do very well by conjuring ; and these 
people are now performing feats of "hocus 
poena." I have observed with regret, that

19. Taking the town of Sydney gene- 
rally, do you think it can be fairly said, that 
there is a want of employment? la- 
bourer*' wages have decreased, and as I 
before observed, I think the supply and 
demand in the Labour Market are nearly 
balanced iu the town afSyducy, 

20. Have you held any appointment* in 
England, which litre enabled you to become 
acquainted with the labouring classes ? I 
have 1 I waa one of the Assistant Com- 

of Inquiry on the Poor Law — 
on the Rural Police— on the hand- loom 
weavers, and I was a (.'rnnmiaskiner at 
Public Charities ; in all of which my in- 
quiries were directed to the condition of 
the working classes. 

SI. I*d you receive the impression, so 
far iu you had been brought into contact 
with the labouring classes, that the meant 
of occupation were generally sufficient for 
the support of the population ? In the 
agricultural district, in England, I da not 
consider labour to be redmftant in a degree 
to meet the wants of this colony. In the 
manufacturing districts, wiser* the services 
of ths artisan are displaced by the iatro- 
ductioa of machinery, then it great priva- 
ticn and distress ; and these persona, by 
changing their occupations, would be use- 
ful in the colony. 

Your opinion then is, generally 
speaking, that agricultural labourers are 
earning sufficient wages, aid therefore feel 
1 repugnance to emigrate? Generally 
peaking, the auricultural labourer earns 
such wage., that lie is not induced to over- 
come the repugnance to emigrate ; he is « 
steady settled clitrscter, and would rather 
linger in his native parish than seek the 
adventure of a distant colony . The class 
of person! likely to come out in numbers 
are the land-loom weaver! . I n my report 
to the House of Common*, upon the sub- 
ject uf emigration, aa 1 means of relief to 
tine hand.loom weaver*, I atate, p. 'i27 : — 
" There i> n gre.l de.ire for emigration at 
this time (lfil!») among tlie working 
cla:*e* In Cltnueslcraliire, bul unfortu- 
nately fur the weavers, they rue not a otaaa 
of persons in request ; yet there are many 
of them fully capable of following rural 
ions, and would prove useful mem* 
a colony." The opinion I rnter- 
tainod in England baa been confirmed by 
my residence here ; and I quote a letter, 
which 1 published in my lie port to the 
House of Coaouuna, from ■ weaver who 
had emigrated here. He dote, from P.r- 
nunatta, June, 1838, and writes to the 
clergyman of his parish of Kingxwood ; — 
I have itMll a year, with house, food and 
firing. Provision* arc much cheaper tlum 
at home.— clothing somewhat dearer. The 
privileges held oat to immigrants are 
extremely good. We were free the mo- 
ment we landed, Aud were provided with 
a ecaxifortahtc house and virtunh at no 
expense, until we got Htnatsoua ; but 
the greatest number were engaged 
the first day. A nscbanit cam earn from 
to iu*. a weak t a labouring mt 11 gets 
'Jot. a week, if any persons sr* desirous 
of emigrating to ffew South Wale*, I 
would recommend them to come out im- 
mediately, for with industry, people an (to 
extremely well, and nisinuuu their families 
respectably. They will find employment 
dir ret! v. and good wage* for their labour, 
trill soon be masters of many 
, nod if we choowt to return to 
s can SMc money enough in 
two* years to pay our pMiage back." The

I beg Inn to quote 
from my Report a few remarks upon the 
gttierat cha meter of the hand-loom weav- 
er* :— ■' Relative to the general habit* of 
the weaver*, as to diligence, providence, 
frugality, honesty, and tempentvee, they 
rank ui earn moo with their felluw-work- 
men. Low wages tend to destroy the 
energy requisite Tor active diligence ; the 
earnings of the ostt-door weaver ire too 
low to afford a surplus for provident 
savings, therefore, frtigahty and tempe- 
rance are the results of necessity. It 
might h* presumed that persons in so low 
n condition would sink into 1 low moral 
stale ; the wearers, however, ' are not a 
class addicted to during- crime or hardened 
tlieft ; their rdlterings are eanflaed to vege- 
tsbles, or to nbtain a little wood for firing, 
and to miliar oflencsn, emanating I rum 
extreme distress ; they commit rnonenees 
In order to obtain the mean* of riot or 
debauchery, and in many cases, hunger ia 
the sol* and only cause," In further 
reference to the weavers, I found, that in 
the prison at Hartley 783 persons had 
been confined in the term of two yean, 
and that only 21 of that number hao* been 
wearers, 1 1 of whom had deserted then- 
families through distress, 6 for assault, 
and 4 only fur stealing, the rest tor va- 
grancy aud minor offences.

I suggested to Mr. Merewniner the 
nqpediency of communicating tbeougbout 
the district!, relative to the prices of pro- 
visioas and dothiikj, a* wslf aa rates of 
wage*, and the piotpeetin demand for 
labour, in order that the newly arrived 
Immigrant might be furnished with the 
«Ott™™t*lt»wIedg*or the rate, of 
wages, and where labonr wa* in demand, 
1 was induced to make thi* recomuenda- 
tion. because I taw that many Immigrant* 
had left England in expectation of much 
higher wsges than the e-.lony could afford, 
and that for want of authentic informal ion, 
they were loth to accept fair and maoiia- 
ble tenders of engagement. To ohvitte this, 
I circulated, under sanction of Hi* Excel- 
lency, a series of enquiries, from which I 
compiled the Returns, and the remarks 
handed in ; and although these tables may 
be useful, they are not to valuable aa I could 
with, awing to the desultory manner in 
which same of the information hat been 
afforded me. I should further suggest, 
that the appointed agent should select due 
aid fit persons to act a* Superintendents 
and Surgeons of the thin* ; men of expe- 
rience and of character, who has* already 
i limilnr lituatinni, might be se- 
Surgoont of the Navy might be 
■ell fitted for to* duties. I am 
inditced to make these (uggnfjoiu in eon- 
sequence of my knowledge, that improper 
persons hive come out iu authority on 
uoard of Emigrant •hips ; ia ou* cane, a 
notorious bouse brsaker and bank robber 
came here as • Surgeon. Bouse of the 
Surgeon a, who have came out in Immigrant 
ihipt, have been left destitute, and earn, 
milted suicide ; other, have gone home a* 
ship stewards. It it therefore desirable 
that respectable and responsible persons 
should be appointed to the important task 
of attending Immigrant* to the Colony.
